A HURRICANE’S FURY. 


GREAT DAMAGE TO PROPERTY IN ENGLAND, 
IRELAND AND WALES. 


A Steamer Wrecked and Seventeen Lives 
Lost—The Political and Commercial Situ- 
ation in England—Fearful Ravages of the 
Cholera in Corea—France Disclaims Any 
Warlike Attitude Toward Germany — 
Foreign News. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, October 16.—The week has been 
entirely unproductive of news or events of 
‘Interest here. The leading statesmen are 
away and overy one ig watching and waiting 
upon the Irish question. The only topic of 
political conversation has been Bulgaria, and 
that, the Spectator says, has not affected 
either consols or men’s minds. The only 
striking article in the weekly press is one in 
the Spectator calied ‘‘Is Prosperity Coming,’’ 
which ends thus: ‘‘There are moods in the 
investing mind as there are in the politi- 
cal. Unless we mistake ail signs, the mood 
just now of those who desire gain with- 
out delay is not conservative at 
atall. The desire is not for mere inierest but 
for the chance of a full draught of gain. Our 
readers, unless they have money to throw 
away, w ‘ido well to keep out of it, but the 
rush will not be longin coming. It may make 
1887 a Meworable commercial year.’’

GALE AND FLOODS. 

The gale and floods which began Thursday 
night along the south and west English and 
Irish coasts continue, having extended far 
northward. Many reports of bridges and 
buildings being swept away are constantly 
coming in. In Ulster, Ireland, the storm and 
floods seriously im oo railway traffic. Many 
small vessels have been wrecked. The loss of 
life ashore, so far, caused by the storm, has 
not been great. The British bark Bella Port 
has been wrecked off the Skelligs Island, on 


Jj the southwest coast of Ireland. She was being 


towed by the tug Gamecock, when the hawser 
parted and the bark was thrown on the rocky 
shore and destroyed. All of her crew per- 


ished. 
IN A STORM. | 

The troopship Tyne, which is thirty hours 
overdue at Plymouth, has been sighted off 
there laboring terribly in the storm. The 
greatest anxiety bad been entertained con- 
cerning her for the past twenty-four hours. 

The British ship, Teviotdale, which sailed 
from Cardiff, Wales, on Thursday last, was 
wrecked during the storm on Carmarthan 
Bar. There were on board at thetime twenty- 
eight persons. A life-boat rescued nine of 
them from the wreck. The nineteen others, 
among whom were the captain and 

in a boat, and 

only of them succeeded 
in reaching the shore alive. The other seven- 
teen perished. The great hurricane which 
has just passed over England and Ireland was 
acvompanied by the heaviest rainstorms with- 
in memory. uring last night there were 
many collisions and wrecks and a number of 
channel fishing boats were stranded. The 
peach at Brighton presents a spectacle of 
destruction. A torpedo gunboat at 
Portsmouth dragged its anchor and 
drifted into the mud, but was afterward res- 
cued by tugs. The glass roof of the Ilfracombe 
Hotel was broken andthe bath-houses were 
washed away. The storm was very furious on 
the Irish coasts. The streetsin many of the 
towns were flooded. Corn stacks were blown 
away, andthecorn standing in the fleids was 
destroyed. The damage is immense. There 
have been destructive floods in Wales.

at the frightful average of 1,000 a day. 
About as many Coreans as there 
are people in the State of California have been 
Swept away already, and it is hard to say 
where the plague wiil stop.

& more frightful record of the ravages of dis- 
ease of mankind. The story of the plague of 
London is beggared by what is now going on 
inSeoul. They are now beginning to give 
over the task of burying their dead and the 
city is threatened with positive extinction.

TEMPEST TOSSED. 


The Schooner Minuet’s Terrible Experience 
—Two Lives Lost. 

TRAVERSE City, Mich., October 16.—Partic- 
ulars have been received here of the wreck of 
the scow schooner Minuet, which went ashore 
during the heavy gale late Thursday afternoon 
on North Fox Island. The Minuet had a crew 
of seven and afemale cook named Mary Poule, 
who belonged to Charlevoix. All hands were 
forced to take to the rigging by the heavy 
seas washing over the schooner, 
which was beached at a point hid from 
the sight from the few people living 
inthe neighborhood. Shortly after dark the 
cook cried out that she was unable to hold on 
any longer. One of the men was just about to 
go to her assistance, when the unfortunate 
woman, uttering a terrible scream, let go her 
hold and feil intothe boiling surge. A mo- 
ment later the survivors thought they heard a 
faint cry, but nothing more was seen of the 


cook. Some time after the survivors clinging 
to one of the masts saw another form go over 
the side with a frightful crash. Drenched 
with spray and shivering with coid, 
the men heid on desperately till 
morning broke, when it was discovered that 
one of their number, known only as 
Placenta, but believed to hail from Mil- 
waukee, had disappeared, having fallen from 
the rigging during the night. The gale mod- 
arated i the morning andthe half dead sur- 
vivors were finally rescued by a boat from the 
fishing station near by, und taken to Glen- 
haven, where they now are. The Minuet was 
lumber-laden, was under command of Capt. 
Wm. Smith and was owned by parties in Man- 
istique. 


PLEURO-PNEUMONIA. 


Chicago Dairymen Taking Action Regard- 
ing the Milk Quarantine. 


CuIcaGco, October 16.—The milkmen and 
cattle-owners held a moeting last night to dis- 
cuss the milk quarantine. Some suggested 
that they turp their cattle overtothe distill- 
ers and let them get what they can from the 
State. Others saidthey were afraidthe dis- 
tillers would take advantage of them. The 
cattle owners agreed that they should not pay 
for any feed since the milk quarantine went 
into effect. The distillers had an 
informal meeting. They are almost 
unanimous against furnishing feed for the 


cattle without they are paid up. They asked 
the live stock commission to guarantee them 
the price of their feed. Theysaid the slop 
was the only source of profit to them and that 
the whisky receipts only met the expenses. 
Commissioner McChesney said that a full 
meeting of the board would be held Monday, 
when he hoped something definite would be 
done. .The distillers say they are determined 
a crisis willsoon Come. They have the first 
lien on the cattle for board, and they do not 
propose to let their security die before their 


eyes. 


FOUGHT WITH KNIVES. 


A Desperate and Fatal Battle Between 
Two Full-Blooded Cherokees.

Senator 
Manderson says he will makea thorough in- 
vestigation of the office, and intimates 
that he will prevent the confirmation 
of Mr. Benedict.

Going for Offenders.

WASHINGTON, D. C., October 16.— The 
charges preferred by Lucius B. Swift of In- 
dianapollis against a number of office-holders 
in Indiana for alleged violation of the civil- 


service laws and the President’s order 
have been carefully read by Mr. Cleveland. 
He has sent to each of the accused a 
copy of Mr. Swift's charges, coupled with the 
request that an explanation be furnished as 
soon possible. This is the first step the Presi- 
dent has taken in the Indiana matter and in- 
dicates that he proposes to do as Com- 
missioner Edgerton said he would do, 
‘Fully investigate the charges.’’ He pro- 
poses giving the officers an iy a tay of 
presenting their side of the case before taking 
any action. It is estimated at the White 
House that it will take at least ten daysto get 
replies. 


THE CONDEMNED ANARCHIST, 


Capt. Black Confident of a Reversal of the 
Case. 


CricaGo, October 16.—A special to the News 
from Eau Claire, Wis., says: A long letter has 
been received by OC. L. James of this city from 
Capt. Black, attorney for the Chicago anarch- 
ists, in which Capt. Black gives his ideas of 
the present position and future prospects of 
his clients. He says,in part: ‘‘Upon the 


hearing of the case in the Supreme Court [am 
altogether confident that a reversal will follow 
upon the errors of law which we have pre- 
served inthetrial. The Supreme Court may, 
under the pressure of public opinion, affirm 
this most unjust and unrighteous verdict; but 
I have no fears ofthe result. The €@rrors are, 
in my judgment, too — to admit of any 
sanction whatever. ‘Zhe precedent would be 
altogether too dangerous to establish. Be- 
sides ull this, since our friends have spoken in 
their own behalfand their own presentation 
of their views has come to the public, there 
has been a most remarkable revuision in pub- 
lic sentiment and it does not seem to me that 
the current has set ourway. The capitulistic 
press does not admit this yet and the police 
are making desperate efforts to stunt the 
present drift by fictitious reports and false ac- 
cusations.’’ 

The letter at this point gives an illustration 
of the latter allegation, the published account 
of the mobbing of Waller on Sunday night, 
Capt. Black claims that a policeman was re- 

uesting Waller to leave the saloon in which 
the row occurred and that when Waller refused 
the crowd turned in and dreve him. The let- 
ter continues: ‘‘It is probably truce that a rab- 
ble on the street pursued Wailer for some dis- 
tance, butitis nottrue that this was an an- 
archist outrage. The fact is, the anarchists 
in this city are behaving with wonderful mod- 
eration and discretion, all things consid- 
ered.’’ 

The letter conciudes as follows: ‘‘Even if 
there should beanaltirmance of the judgment, 
which I do not anticipate, Ido not believe 
there would be any execution of the sentence, 
for believe there could 
readily secured to-day in Chicago 
250,000 signatures, including many of 
our most influential menand many members 
of the capitalistic class, fora commutation of 
the sentence, if not foran outright pardon. 
This, of course, we shall resort toin the lass 
extremity, but I do not anticipate that we will 
be driven to thisexpedient.

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THE GULF COAST STORM. 


BELIEF PARTIES SEARCHING FOR THE 
- - BODIES OF TUESDAY'S VICTINS. 


Further Details Regarding the Loss of Life 
and Damage to Property—Raising Funds 
for the Sufferers—Effects of the Storm 
Around Rochester—Destructive Work in 
Canada. 


Houston, Tex., October 16.—The following 
dispatch was received from Beaumont late last 
night: 

The train,which went toward Sabine to-day 
as far as the track allowed returned here at 8 
p.m, Fifteen bodies were recovered on the 
highland called Back Ridge, west of Sabine, 
and were buried. Six -bodies of women were 
recovered on the west shore of the lake, two 
colored and four white,one being that of Mrs. 
W. A. Junker of Carlisle. Mr.Ypnker is still 
missing. The steamer Emily P. returned from 
Johnscn’s Bayou, La., to Orange and reports 
that those drowned at that place were chiefly 
colored people.

ONE VAST CHARNEL HOUSE. 


Turkey Buzzards Soaring Over Sabine Pass— 
Heartrending Incidents. 


GALVESTON, October 16.—Further particu- 
lars of the great disaster at Sabine Pass and 
Johnson Bayou are constantly being received. 
The situation has not been exaggerated in 
the least. A correspondent who has just 
returned from Sabine Pass, telegraphed from 
Orange thatthe turkey buzzards are soaring 
over Sabine for miles around on land and 
water. Jt ig one vast charnel house, The 
town is swept out of existence. 
What was a prosperous village 
when last Tuesday dawned is now the center 
of wreck and desolation. There are 127 per- 
sons missing and supposed to be dead. 
Only about’ twenty-five bodies have 
been recovered. There is not one sound 
house inthe town of Sabine. The resi- 
dences of Dr. Gilliland and Editor McClana- 
han are the only ones that cyn be repaired. 


Ever other house is an absolute 
wreck. This, in brief, is the story 
of the storm. Innumerable touching, 


heartrending incidents of the storm 
are related by the survivors. One house con- 
taining fourteeu colored people was seen to go 
down with a crash, andevery one of thein 
were lost. Incidents are related 
of busbands lashing wives and chil- 
dren to floating wrecks and then 
seeing them killed by heavy logs being driven 
against them. The damage to property can 
only be estimated by the value of the town, 
for all is lost. The Sabineand East Texas 
road track is washed out for a dis- 
tance of ten miles. The ties 
have floated off and the rails are twisted like 
wires, the effect of the great hurricane. Miil- 
fons of dead fish were cast up by the waves 
and thousands of birds also strew the ground. 
A young woman, in a perfectly nude state, was 
found roaming around on the prairies yester- 
day, five miles from Sabine. She was demented 
and could not tell her name. When 
the Government tugboat Penrose 
reached Sabine yesterday, Columbus 
Martee was found rowing around the 
delta looking for the bodies of his family. He 
said: ‘*Myself, wife and three children were 
clingin to a floating roof, which was 
gra nally breaking to pieces. One of the little 
ones went and thenanother. I was holding 
the youngest and soon my wife said, ‘Good- 
by, husband;I am going. Icould not reach 
her. The piece of the roof supporting her 
broke off and she sank before my eyes. I held 
on to the youngest child, named 
Pearl, some time longer. The child, ad- 
dressing me, said: ‘Papa, I’m tired, 
won’t you walk with me.’ The pieceof the 
roof I was on was now crumbling to song ] 
told the littie one to kiss me. She put 
both her little arms around my neck, gave me 
a squeeze and justthenawave dashed us off, 
and I saw ber no more. Great God, why did 
not I go down too!’’ 
EIGHTY-FIVE LOST AT THE BAYOU. 

He was pressed to go on board the Penrose, 
but refused, saying: ‘‘Here among the 

oons are the bodies of my wife and 
children, and here willl - until Ican find 
them.’’ No tongue can tell how the people 
have suffered during the past fewdays. In 
many cases the dead ones are considered the 
lucky ones. 

Late reports from Johnson’s Bayou bring 
the terrible intelligence that eighty-five per- 
sons are now known to be lost in that settile- 
ment, and it is greatly feared tkat the list 
will be swelled to a hundred 
or more, thus making the total 
number of victims by the hurricane fully 
200. Reliable informnation from  John- 
son’s Bayou arrives slow, all the 
roads being impassable, and only 
two boats are running to that 
section. The destitution of the survivors, of 
whom there are over 1,000 around Johnson’s 
and Radford village, is described as something 
awful. They lost everything and are without 
food, drink and clothes. 


At Rochester. 


ROCHESTER, N. Y., October 16.—The severe 
gale of the lasttwo days, which did so much 
damag.s at some of the lake ports, did little 
injury in Rochester or vicinity. Although a 


heavy sea was runningon the lake at Char- 
lotte yesterday it did little harm. A large 
three-masted schooner Semper | for shelter 
failed to make the harbor at Charlotte and 
drifted rapidly tothe leeward of the piers. 
She got out an anchor, butitdid not hold 
when the wind shifted tothe northwest and 
the vessel was evidently dragging her anchor.

THE CIVIL COURTS, 


A Jury to Determine the Rights of Attor- 
neys Against Clients—Legal Notes. 


Messrs. Davis & Davis are not satisfied with 
the ruling of Judge Thayer yesterday con- 
cerning the non-retention of clients’ papers. 
The court held that the documents could not 
be withheld for fees, and that the court had 
the power to orderthe papersto be surren- 
dered to the clients.

gation was adjourned. He said he was upstairs 
when he heard a rush of steam which he 
thought was caused by the blow- 
ing out of a mud vaive. Looking out he saw 
clouds of steam ascending and hastily 
started to investigate. Onreaching the deck 
he saw the passengers were panie stricken 
and some of the crew making for up-stairs. 
He cautioned the excited crowd to be quiet 
and passed on to the engine-room. There not 
a@ soul was to be seen and things looked asifa 
cyclone had 


SWEPT THE ROOM CLEAN. 


He observed that fire was burhidg fiercely up 
under the cabin floor. Calling the pilot, they 
started to lower the yawl, but couldn’t get to 
it, as the fire swept across their path, cutting 
them off. He had ordered the boat headed to 
the Missouri shore, and, as she neared 
land, her stern swung to the _ shore 
and a number jumped safely to 
land, The boat’s bow continued up stream 
allthe time, and as she swung out in the 
stream aguin there was a hasty throwing down 
of life preservers of which an unueually large 
supply was on board in anticipation of a large 
passenger list.

poor people on the stage were burned to death 
as the fire grew hotter, or jumping off were 
drowned. Capt. Thompson testified that he 
himself had to jump from the staging and 
swim tothe wheel. The question of the atti- 
tude of the towboat Eagle toward the doomed 
ee glia was not gone into to any extent as 


eing beyond the scope of the inquiry, which 


is to discover the cause of the disaster. 


Asaresultof the Captain’s testimony the 


inspecting officers have the opinion at present 
that the trouble was caused by a collapsed 
flue, and that the flame being carried outward 
and upward by the rush of air steam, the 
space underthe cabin floor was ignited. The 
continuance of the examination will depend 
upon the return of Capt. Thompson, but the 
proceedings willby no means be regular, as 
the witnesses will be examined as they happen 
to come in on the boats, so it will not be sur- 
prising if it be two months before all the eyi- 
dence is in. 


A SMART TRICK.

An fnvestigation is pending in the House of 


Refuge in the matter of the treatment of boys 


who are apprenticed by the institution to 
farmers. The investigation is being made 
by the Board of Managers and 


Superintendent of the House of 
Refuge upon information received from 
one of the boys who was so apprenticed and 
served his time. He was one of several who 
were indentured to one manin the southeast- 
ern section of the State. He reported upon 
his return that the boys were kept 
at work the year round and not 
given the quarter’s schooling required by 
their papers and that they were insufficiently 
clothed. Upon his statement Mr. Raymond, 
the bookkeeper of the institution, was sent 
into the country to investigate the matter. 
The gentleman returned and made a full re- 
port to the board. 

Mayor Francis, the chairman of the board, 
said that as the charges were detri- 
mental to some men of good standing 
inthe community in which they lived, the 
publication of their names would be unjust 
until their side of the story, which they have 
been reugested to submit, was received. The 
custom of indenturing the boys to farmers 
was one of long observance and approved by 
the board. The boys were never sent 
without their own consent and the 
farmers receiving them contracted to feedand 
clothe them, send them to school three months 
inthe yearand upontheir becoming 18 years 
of age to give them two suits of clothes and $90. 
Many boys were thus provided with good 
homes and it was not surprising that occa- 
sionally men failed to discharge their import- 
arnt trust. A boy was never sent out until 
the board were satisfied thatthe man receiv- 
ing him was trustworthy and that the _ in- 
fluences by which the boy would be sur- 
rounded were good. The boys often remained 
with their empldyers afterthe time for their 
discharge. His Honor said there was un- 
doubtedly cause for complaipt in the cases 
reported. The matter was receiving attention, 
and would be made publicupon the comple- 
tion of the investigation.

Receipts of wheat in this market for tne past 
week were 115,00 bu and the withdrawals 
from elevators 123,210 buto the city mills and 
25,520 bu to railroads, the stock decreasing 
123,000 bu since last Saturday, No. 2 red falling 
off 102,000 bu.——-A New York puper states that 
though ocean freights are thought to be yery 
high just now, they were still higher a year 
ago.——Henry Towne of Chicago wired John 
Milliken that he would bet $100 that next May 
wheat would sell more days in the 70s than in 
the s0s, Sid Francis at once toid Milliken 
to telegraph back that he would bet $560 tuat 
during next May cash wheat would sell more 
days underthan over 78ec. ‘‘Andlam abull, 
too,’’ said Sid.——Minneapolis wired Francis 
bros.: ‘‘No freight trains are running; wheat 
is not arriving; flour is not being shipped, and 
the embargo occasioned by the switchmen’s 
strike is complete. Five milis shut down yes- 
terday and three to-day. All of them will be 
closed next week if the strike continues, and 
then 8000 millemployes and others wili be out 
of work.’’——J. C. Ewald and Henry Dieckman 
were speaking ofthe deliveries of wheat at their 
country mills and their remarks indicated that 
the farmers are supplying enough wheat to 
keep their mills running and well supplied. 
Fath-Ewald’s miller, however, writes that the 
farmers are beginning to lat Up on their deliv- 
eries, claiming the price is too low, while 
Mauntel-Borgess’ correspondent says the 
roads are in good shape and farmers 
selling freely at 62c.——200 , 000 bu 
wheat is reported as chartered from 
Milwaukee.——Chas. A. Mair of Chicago was 
on ’'Change to-day.——Ed Lansing hada tele- 
gram from Tom Bennett which stated that he 
had seen a confidential cable from a European 
Governinent official saying there was no dan- 
ger of war, andthe present threatening talk 
between the Powers was all bluster.—— 
Joe Sherry,the representative of Gill & Fisher, 
Baltimore, has returned from a trip to Ne- 
braska. He says there is plenty of old wheatin 
that State, and at Lincoln alone 150,000 bushels 
are held. Along the line of the B. & M, 
road thereis held 4,000,000 bu cribbed corn 
and the farmers of the same section held 
4,000,000 bu more. The crop of the 
State is deficient in quantity, but of fine 
qualitv, and it is expected that when 
new corn begins to move farmers’ deliveries 
will be large. Itis doubtful if morecribs will 
be built, as lumber tis high—$22 a 
thousand—and all the money is 
borrowed on the present holdings that 
can be obtained.——Export clearances from 
four Atlantic ports this week were 931,000 bu 
wheat and 653,000 bu corn, against 821,000 bu 
wheat and 427,000 bu corn the preceding week. 
—Daily Business, Chicago, says: ‘‘Fraley

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BUSINESS. 

Current reports continue to show a radi- 
cal improvement in the general condition 
of trade and industry throughout the 
country. There are local disturbances, 
such as the pork packers’ strike in Chi- 
cago and the lockout of knitting mill 
hands in New York State, and of the tex- 
tile operatives in Philadelphia. But the 
largely increased demand for such leading 
industrial staples as iron, copper, cotton 
and wool, and the increasing prices of 
these raw materials, and of the goods 
manufactured therefrom, denote indus- 
trial and commercial activity. 

The product of the pig iron furnaces is 
heavily sold ahead, and the demand for 
No, 1 pig at $19 indicates a further rise of 
$1 by the first of January, Cotton goods 
have advanced S8or9 per cent,and the 
recent advance in raw wools ranges from 
8to 6 per cent, with home prices still 
below that of the foreign markets, where 
the advance has been stronger. The gain 
of 20 per cent in bank clearings last week 
over the preceding week, and of 28 per 
cent as compared with the correspond- 
ing week of last year, corroborates 
the other indications of improvement, 
among whichisan increasein the earn- 
ings of forty-nine leading railroads in 
September of about 15 per cent, as com- 
pared with the same month of 1885. 

This enlarged volume of business may 
be credited partly to an increase of $1,200,- 
000 in the value of our cotton exports and 
of $12,679,000 in the value of our wheat ex- 
ports during the first eight months of this 
year, as compared with the same period of 
last. But manifestly it is mainly due to 
that very perceptible growth of our in- 
ternal trade, which is teaching the rail- 
roads to rely more on the development of 
local traffic and less on ‘‘through busi- 
ness’’ for substantial and endurin g pros- 
perity. 

The depression abroad and the decrease 
of about one-third in the volume and 
value of our exports for the three years 
preceding 1886 fully account for the de- 
pression of those years. But it is now 
manifest that internal development has 
about supplied the consequent deficit of 
employment for the trade forces of the 
country; that a wholesome revival of 
business has therefore come without the 
stimulus of the mighty export trade we 
had a few years ago, and that if a change 
of the situation abroad should again swell 
our exports to former dimensions it would 
probably start the greatest business boom 
this country has ever known.

DESPOTI8BM OF THE MAJORITY. 

The opposition of the Pogt-DIsPpaTCH to 
any substitution of prohibition for Mis- 
souri’s present system of local option and 
high license laws is fixed, persistent and 
fundamental.

Yet if 
we thought they would adopt it we should 
still insist on giving them the opportunity, 
because we believe in popular self-gov- 
ernment andinthe most scrupulous re- 
gard for the right of the people to alter or 
amend their State Constitution as they 
see fit. It is aright too important and 
too sacred to be trified with or withheld 
on any pretext whatever. 

The argument that the minority have a 
right to put the ballot-box beyond the 
people’s reach, and to prevent by any or 
all means in their power the consumma- 
tion of a wrong by the majority, would 
unsettle the foundation of our system of 
government. The right thus claimed is 
simply the right of revolution, the right 
to substitute by either fraud or force the 
ruleof the minority for the constitution- 
ally established rule of the majority. 

It istrue that the decision of a majority 
may be for atime as despotic, wrongful 
and mischievous as that of any tyrant or 
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. oligarchy that ever oppressed a people. 


But it is also true that a majority cannot 
iong persist in an evil policy without suf- 
fering from the consequences of its own 
wrong doing. This soon converts the 
minority into a majority with power to 
undo the wrong. 

As forthe ‘‘inalienable rights’’ which 
THOMAS JEFFERSON considered worth de- 
fending, sometimes even to the extremity 
of armed rebellion, against a majority or 
against the best government in the world, 
we apprehend but little danger of any se- 
rious and prolonged denial of those rights 
by a majority of the present voters of Mis- 


races, the colt shows and the burgoos of 


souri, Weare notafraid to trust them, 


and do not consider either fraud or force 
necessary to prevent them from inau- 
gurating an era of despotic government. 
When they do so it will be time enough to 
think of defeating the will of the majority 
by open resistance or by stealing the bal- 
lot-boxes away from them, 


FPOBEIGN WORDS, 

It requires both taste and oulture to 
enable one to know the precise amount of 
foreign words and phrases that may be 
quoted in speaking or writing English; 
but it may be Jaid down as a safe proposl- 
tion that a quotation from another lan- 
guage should never be used when there is 
an exact English equivalent. Sometimes 
a word or phrase from the French or some 
other tongue conveys a shade of meaning 
which could not be exactly expressed in 
English except by a paraphrase or circum- 
locution; and then it is proper to usesuch a 
foreign word or expression in an English 
sentence, 

A great deal of bad taste, ambitious 
vulgarity and silly pedantry are often dis- 
played in the excessive use of French 
words by English writers, and this is fre- 
quently demonstrated in the society col- 
umns of daily papers. For instance, St. 
Louis society reporting has recently re- 
peatedly made use of the word salle-a- 
manger for dining-room. This is a case 
in which the use of the French word is 
absolutely without excuse or justification. 
Dining-room is as good an English word 
as can be found between the covers of the 
dictionary,and it means just what salle-a- 
manger means. Therefore, taste, correct- 
ness and precision require the use of the 
English word. A few weeks ago it was 
announced in areport of a wedding that 
two people were married at somebody’s 
‘‘maison de campagne,’’ when country 
residence or country seat would have con- 
veyed the meaning. The use of French in 
such cases is simply a parade of ignorant 
vulgarity that is anxious to get above 
itself. 

The English language hasa wealth of 
words and an amplitude of resources that 
have proved sufficient for the needs of the 
greatest and most learned writers, and 
from the riches of such a store-house all 
ordinary mortals ought to find abundant 
material with which to express. their 


ideas. 
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ONE of Minister Bayarpb’s diplomates 
is home on leave of absence and expresses 
the opinion, in speaking of French affairs, 
that Gen. BOULANGER is ‘‘an adventurer 
whom intelligent Frenchmen repudiate. ’”’ 
We really believe that BOULANGER is one 
of those bold, bad men whom Minister 
PHELPS would refuse to present tothe 
Prince of Wales, but if he has offended 
the Miss Nancy diplomates of America who 
breathe the Court atmosphere of Europe 
he is not repudiated by intelligent French- 
men. Onthecontrary intelligentand patri- 
otic Frenchmen know that heisathorough 
and loyal Republican and that he has de- 
served well of his country by resolutely 
removing all occasions and possibilities of 
monarchic intrigues and plots in the 
army against the Republic. It is very 
easy to believe that such a man would be 
distasteful to PHELPS or to KEILEY, or to 
Jake T. CHILDS at the Court of Siam, but 
in the French Government to-day he is 
the right man in the right place.

Citizens of the second and third 
ranks, reckoned on the basis of corn in- 
comes, were allowed to hold the minor offices, 
The fourth class, citizens whose annual sup- 
ply of corn dia not amount to much, were per- 
mitted to vote, but could not hold office. 
The Republican party has evidently become 
fascinated by the old Timocratic theories. A 
candidate is available according the amount 
of ‘‘corn’’ he possesses. If he is exceedingly 
wealthy he becomes one of the Pentacosiome- 
dimni and can aspire to a Governorship or 
even to a United States Senatorship. But alas 
for the poor Republican whose ability may be 
great but whose corn-bins are empty! He is 
one of the Thetes, He may vote, but he can- 
not aspire to office.

$5,000 a week between them, clear of all ex- 
penses.

Knox-—The First Aspirations and Final 
Success of the Inventive Genius—The Life 
and Adventures of Peg Woffington—The 
Triumphs and Frailties of the Famous 
Actress Depicted by J. Fitzgerald Molloy— 
New Books. 

THE LIFE OF ROBERT FULTON AND HISTORY 
OF STEAM NAVIGATION. By Tuomas W.TRUAX. 
New York: G. P. Putnam’s Sons. Cloth, 8yo.; 
1886. $1.25. : 

Those who go down unto the sea in ships, or 
up into the heavens with the exploding boilers 
of steamers, do not often stop to think of the 
man to whose inventive brains the first suc- 
cessful steamer owed its birth. A history of 
steam navigation is not usually a book to 
which weshould instinctively turn for light 
and pleasant reading in our hours of weari- 
ness, oF even for instruction when disposed to 
study, unless we happen to be mechanics, 

‘with a special bent in this direction. Oonse- 
quently few of us know much about 
the guiet uneventful life of Robert Fulton 
or anything at ali about the history referred 
to. Itis to remedy tnese defects in the popu- 
lar educatio®@that Mr. Knox has written the 
work before us. To say that Mr. Knox is the 
author isto guarantee an interesting work; 
and pleasant and interesting, as well as in- 
structive, the book before us undoubtedly is, 
in spite of its ponderous title. 

Robert Fulton wasthe son of a tailor and 
was born in Little Britain Township, (now 
named after its illustrious citizen) a village of 
Pennsylvania. Far from being a bright or 
intelligent scholar he was pronounced by his 
first teacher, Caleb Johnson, a dull pupil. Yet 
as the boy is father of the man, so was Robert 
Fulton in his early boyhood,far from idle, for 
while he neglected his books, he was ever at 
work with his pencil, and spent 
hours over drawings and in the shops of the 
mechanics. The workmen favored him 
greatly, and took advantage of his talent for 
drawing, by getting him to make ornamental 
designs for fire-arms, and sketches of the 
size and shapes of guns, giving the calcula- 
tions of the force, size of the bore and balls 
and the distance they would fire. He would 
then accompany them to the open commons 
near by Potter’s Field, to prove his calcula- 
tion by shooting at a mark and on account of 
the rapidity and expertness of his calcula- 
tions the shop hands named him ‘‘Quick- 
silver Bob.’’ 

As he advanced in years it became neces- 
gary for young Fuiten to choose a permanent 
occupation. He was more fond of the pencil 
and brush than of anything else, and his am- 
bition turned him in the direction of art. The 
celebrated American painter, Benjamin 
West, was anative of the county adjoining 
the one in which Fulton was born, and his 
father was an intimate friend of Robert Ful- 
ton, Sr. Atthe time of which we write West 
had become famous, and there is little doubt 
that his success had much to do with the bent 
of young Fuiton’s mind, 

e, too, determined to bean artist and at 
the age of 17 left Lancaster for Philadelphia, 
where he hoped to perfect himself in the tech- 
nical knowledge requisite for success; as he 
had the good sense to understand that he 
could not depend entirely upon his natural 
abilities, He was industrious and painstak- 
ing ana his industry was rewarded. He made 
many friends, gy | them Benjamin Frank- 
linand other men of prominence. Through 
these friends his occupation became remun- 
erative in the first yearof his stay in the 
Quaker city. He painted portraits and land- 
scapes, made drawings of machinery, build- 


ings, carriages and performed in fact pretty 
nearly all artistic work that came to him. 


Fulton’s first efforts at engineering appear 
to have run in the line of canals. Canals, or 
artificial water-ways, had been in use in Eu- 
rope and Asia for hundreds of years, but they 
probably received their greatest development 
in the century immediately preceding the in- 
vention of the steamrailway. During asome- 
what lengthy visit to England, Fulton pub- 
lished a treatise on canal navigation. The ob- 
ject was to show that small canals, without 
expensive locks and navigated by boats of 
limited dimensions, were preferable to large 
canals and could be made through many sec- 
tions of country where extensive works would 
be unremunerative. 

On his return to America Fulton, still a 
young man, busied himself about a projected 
canal between the Mississippi River and Lake 
Ponchartrain. 


In 1814 he addressed a long letter to the 
president of the commission, le which he set 
forth tne advantages of the proposed canal, 
and the’great difterence between the cost of 
transportation in boats, and that of the old 
method by wagons. He estimates that ona 
eanal, goose cun be carried 100 miles for §1 a 
ton; while the usual cost of wagoning was 
$1.60 per cwt. for 100 miles, or $32 a ton. 


The canal was begunin 1817 and finished in 
18%. Fulton had estimated the cost at $10,000,- 
000, but, on completion, the total cost was 
found to have been but $6,700,000. It is not 
@ften thatthe estimate of the engineer falls 
below the actual cost, or even remains within 
it, as many a capitalist knows to his sorrow. 

In 1797 Fulton went to Paris and took lodg- 
ings in the hotel occupied by Joel Barlow. A 
warm friendship sprang up between these 
gentiemen, andthe two seem to have been 
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the closest companions. In Decem- 
ber of the same year the two 
made an experiment on the Seine 


with a machine constructed by the former; 
its object was to impart motion to cases of 
gunpowder under water to certain designated 
points, where they were to be exploded. They 
had high hopes concerning the invention, but 
were doomed to disappointment as the ma- 
chine failed to do what was expected of 
it. Nevertheless, although it perished still- 
born, a phenix rose from its ashes, for that 
little machine was the pioneer of the torpedo, 
which has worked such a revolution in mod- 
ern warfare. 

The history of his attempts and failures, his 
toil and successes in the history of the tor- 
pedo would be too lengthy for these columns, 
His motive, however, for the invention was 
remarkable enough, being the exact anti- 
thesis to what would have been expected. 


It is a curious circumstance that Fulton was 
a believer iv universal peace, and he seems to 
have been animated by a desire to see the day 
when armies and navies would be no more 
needed. Tothis end he proposed to invent 
the means of destroying ships of war, so that 
navies would be no longer possible, and by so 
doing he hoped to secure the free navigation 
of the ocean for all nations of the globe. In 


of fire, or steam, on all the water within the 
territory or jurisdiction of the State of New 
York, for the term of twenty years from the 
passage of the act, upon condition that he 
should within a twelvemonth build such a 
boat, the mean of whose progress should not 
be less than four miles an hour.’’ 

In spite of these privileges, however, to- 
gether with no lack of effort on his own part, 
Mr. Livingston’s boat, which carried about 
thirty tons burthen, was deficient in speed, 
and did not, therefore, meet the requirements 
of the law. 

Livingston and Fulton became acquainted 
in Paris, and it was quite natural that they 
should be drawn closely together, from their 
interest in the great problem which occupied 
both their minds. They had many consulta- 
tions and conferences, which resulted in a de- 
termination to build an experimental boat, at 
their own jointexpense. * * * * Inthe lat- 
ter part of the same year, the construction of 
the steamboat was begun at Paris and was 
completed early in the spring of 1893. 

It was placed in the Seine, and Mr. Fulton 
and Mr. Livingston were preparing to invite 
their friends and others to witness the experi- 
ment when, early one morning the former 


gentleman was roused by & messenger, 
who came to tell him that the boat 
had broken in pieces, and gone to 


the bottom of the river. In narrating the in- 
cident afterward the inventor said the news 
created a despondency he had neyer felt be- 
fore, but the sensation was only momentary. 
Without waiting for his breakfast he hurried 
to the spot where the boat had been moored 
to the bank, and unhappily found that the 
messenger’s story was correct. The frame of 
the boat was too weak to support the weight 
of the machinery; a gale had been blowing 
during the night, and the agitation of the 
water had caused the craftto break in two. 
She lay at the bottom of the river, and not a 
vestige of her was visible above the surface of 
the water. ‘ 


Undaunted by this disaster Fulton toiled for 
twenty-four hours without food and without 
returning to his lodgings and often up to his 
waist in water, to raise what. was left of his 
boat. But the destruction was so complete 
that it was necessary to rebuild the boat en- 
tirely, and the work was not accomplished 
untii the following July. The trial took place 
in the midst of an immense multitude of peo- 
ple, and although the boat did not equal the 
expectations of her builders in point of speed, 
she did well. Both Fulton and Livingston 
were satisfied with the result and determined 
to build a larger and more powerful boat for 
the navigation of the Hudson. 

In addition to the biography of Fulton the 
work before us contains a complete history of 
the steamship lines at present in use on the 
high seas, together witha variety of other 
useful and interesting matter. Itis written in 
Mr. Knox’s happiest style, and we can cor- 
dially recommend it to all who desire to com- 
bine instruction with pleasure in matters of 
literature. Itisas interesting and almost as 
thrilling asanovel, contains a connected plot, 
has the advantage of truth, and, in fact, is the 
best work on the subject it covers which bas 
passed through our hands for some years, 


PEG WOFFINGTON. 


The Triumphs and Frailties of the Famous 
Actress Graphically Sketched. 

THE LIFE AND ADVENTURES OF PEG WOF- 
FINGTON. ByJd. FITZGERALD MOLLOY. London: 
Hurst & Blackett, 1885. Twovols. Cloth, 12mo. 
Itis a fact worthy of note that great ac- 

tresses almost always rise from among the 

dregs of the population, or at best from 
among extremely poor surroundings. With 
the exception of Mrs. Langtry, who, after all, 
can scarcely be called aie great ac- 
tress otherwise than by courtesy, 
it is difficult to recall a single woman 
born in either gentle or affluent circumstances, 
who bas climbed to the top of the histrionic 
tree. Peg Woffington was no exception to this 
rule. The daughter of a poor Irish washber- 
woman, her extraordinary beauty and musical 
voice attracted the attention of the then 
famous Mime. Ziolante, a rope dancer, who ac- 
|companied the little girl to her home and 
offered to teach her her own trade. Pexg’s 
mother only too gladly accepted the offer, and 

Peg made her first appearance attired in long 

drawers, short jacket and flat pumps in a 

dancing booth in Fownes Court, Dublin. 

Her first attempt at genuine acting occurred 
not very long afterwards under the 
auspices of the same lady, who, finding after 
a while that rope-dancing lost its hold upon 
the public, conceived the idea of organizing a 
troupe of baby performers in the then popular 
‘*Beggar’s Opera.’’ To Peg was given the 
principal character, ‘‘Polly,’’ and strange to 
say, not only she, but almostall the children 
who personated the characters in this opera 
afterwards became celebrated actors and 
actresses. 


Among the audience sat a goodiy number 
of Peg’s old friends and admirers from Trinity 
College who, when this lovely little girl, with 
the blue-black hair and liquid eyes came for- 
ward, looking pale from tright, received her 
with an ovation that set her nervousness to 
flight and gave her hope of much forbearance. 
The charm of her face,the beauty of her limbs, 
the natural grace of her movements would, if 
such were necessary, have compensated for 
much that was crude to a peopic ever keenly 
sensitive to the effects of physical gifts; but 
her crudities were scarcely perceptipie, and 
when the curtain fell the young actress had 
the satisfaction of knowing that her first 
appearance in what may be called an 
important part gave promise of future success. 
In those old days and good, there existeda 
cOmmon feeling of friendship between per- 
formers and their audiences, which was pro- 
ductive of many advantages to both: and in 


accordance with the custom of the 
times, at the conclusion of the 
opera, Mme. Ziolante stepped forward 


from the world behind the scenes to receive 
the congratulations ot her patrons on her 
financial suecess, as well as on the result of 
the training of her troupe, 

Little Peg W offington also descended into the 
commonplace worid by means of a half-dozen 
creaking steps to receive her meed of praise 
before joining her mother, who, hoarse from 
crying oranges at the door of the booth, was 
now awaiting her daughter, with her empty 
basketon her arm, a comfortable sense of 
proprietorship in her manner and a glow of 
pride in her honest face—round, rubicund and 
set in a framework of blowsyborders. 

Such was the first appearance upon any 
stage of Mistress Peg Woflington, whose por- 
trait adorns the frontispiece of the book be- 
fore us, and whose fame is world-wide. Her 
career does not appear to have differed in any 
marked degree from that of any other lovely 
and talented, but frail and passionate woman. 
In her early girlhood she fell in love with a 
young gentloman of position, but of small 
fortune, named Taaffe, the son of an Irish 
peer. He was not only delighted with her 
talents as an actress, but fascinated py her 
beauty as a woman. 

He was a man weil to iook upon, tall and of 
gooey shape, with sea-blue eyes, light brown 
lair, and a smile as bright, if, alas! as de- 


1810 he published a book entitled ‘‘Torpedo 
ar.’’

When the lovely Peg discovered 
that she had been betrayed, she naturally 
east about forsome means of revenge, and 
found it. Attiring herself in the dress ofa 
young exquisite of the period, she procured 
an introduction to Miss Dalloway, who was @ 
young lady of fortune, and after gaining her 
confidence in the guise of an admirer she pro- 
ceeded to enlighten the young lady as to the 
true character of her fiance, supplying her 
with a packet of her own love letters by way 
of indorsement. This neat piece of mischief 
consummated, the young lady returned to her 
lodgings, the door being opened, not by a ser- 
vant but by her lover who had called to pay 
her a visit. With characteristic promptness 
Peggy at once enlightened him as to her 
changed feelings, and the work she had been 
engaged in. Of course there were mutual re- 
criminations, tears and reproaches, and then 
the lovers parted forever. Shortly afterward 
Peggy returned to the stage. 

Her first London engagement was with an 
eccentric manager named Rich, whom she 
found lounging on a sofa, a book in one hand, 
a china cup, from which he occasionally 
sipped tea, in another, while around him were 
seven and twenty cats, engaged in the various 
occupations of staring at him, licking his tea- 
cup, eating the toast from his mouth, walking 
around his shoulders and frisking around him 
with the freedom of long standing pets. This 
eccentric genius had heard of Peggy's power 
and engaged her at a salary of some 
pounds a week. From this time until her 
early death, Peggy’s career was one long 
series oftriumphs. Later in life she formed a 
connection with Garrick. This, however, was 
even less happy than the other, and did not 
last more than a couple of years. Peg had 
hoped that both her admirers would marry 
her, but both hung fire. Peg Woffington and 
Garrick were ill-matched at best. Save in that 
artin which they both held superior rank, 


they had but little in common. 
Peg was impetuous, warm-hearted 
and extravagant, while Garrick 


was cold, cautious and economical to a degree 
that made him the butt of athousand jests and 
witticisms. Nevertheless, Peg had always 
been desirous of marriage. This natural wish 
on her part was the source of one of her 
bright answers. ‘‘Ah, Peggy,’’ said Garrick 
before they became intimate, ‘‘you are the 
queen of all hearts.’’ ‘‘Aye!’’ she replied, 
with a touch of sadness. ‘‘Queen of all hearts, 
yet not legal mistress of one.’’ 

Peggy's life was notalongone. She died in 
her 89th yearatthe zenithof herfame, and 
the epitaph supplied by her biographer was a 
very just one: 

Her life had not been blameless. Endowed 
with the finer susceptibilities, attendants on 
genius, which are at once the pleasure and 
peril of that heaven-sent gift, suddenly lifted 
to aleading position in the theatrical world, 
surrounded by the most brilliant and fashion- 
abie society of the period, sought after for 
her wit, lauded for her beauty, loved for her 
worth, she had been led by temptation from 
the strict, straight path. Kut her heart had 
been loyal to her friend, generous to the poor, 
sympathetic to the afflicted, and in her last 
years she had sorrowed and suffered. 

What band shall now cast a stone upon her 
grave? 

The biographer has not confined himself to 
pure biography. In addition to the main in- 
cidents of her history there are many well- 
drawn pictures of the times in which she live 
and the characters with which she associated. 
Racy anecdotes of Garrick, Foote, Cibber, 
Macklin, Sheridan and other notables of the 
day fillthe pages. In fact, in addition to its 
biographical value the work is a valuable 
social and dramatic history of the times of 
George IIl., and will repay acareful perusal 
by those interested in such matters.
